I he ease with 
which money was created by use of the printing press led to 
fresh issues of assignats, but their value fell slowly at first and 
then rapidly until they became almost valueless.

withdrawn from currency in 1796 and redeemed at one- 
thirtieth of their face value, not in silver or gold coin but in 
“mandats,” a new kind of paper money, also based on land 
owned by the government. But the mandats soon fell to one- 
seventieth of their nominal value, and in July 1796 the disas­ 
trous experiment with paper credit came to an end. 
This experiment of France might be expected to serve as a 
warning to other nations who are tempted to issue paper money 
without adequate backing of gold or silver for which the money

( v would bring help to the poor man that for about twenty 
years there was a National Greenback Party that nominated 
joseph B. W eaver for President in one election and passed out 
of existence after joining the Democrats in nominating Wil­ 
liam J. Bryan on a free coinage of silver platform in I 896. 
With the facts before them of the effect of the issue of fiat 
paper money in other countries os well as our own, it is hard to 
understand how an intelligent and conscientious member of 
Congress could vote for th** Batman Bill, calling for the issue 
ii over two billions of dollars in fiat paper money, but a major- 
ity of both houses of Congress has approved the bill, and only 
a veto by the President can prevent its becoming a law.
